MANILA, Feb. 14.—The particulars of 
the capture of IKoilo by the United States 
forces Saturday have been received here. 
On tho morning of Friday, Fob. lOtli, 
Gonoral Miller sent an ultimatum to the 
commander of the rebel? notifying him 
of his intention to iake Iliolo by force if 
necessary. 


Non-combatants nnd foreigner 
were 


warned to leave town within twenty-four 
hours and 'the rebel* were also warned 
that t.hoy must make no further bellig- 
crent1. preparation's. Tho giuibont Pe'trd 
Then moved to a position close in shore 
near the rebel fort while the cruiser Bos- 
ton took her station at 'the other end ot 
the 
town. Friday passed quietly, and 


during -Ihe day many refugee-; left Iliolo, 
the majority being taken on board for- 
eign ships. Tho search lights from the 
United States warships were kept up all 
night nnd illumina'ied the town and the 
defenses. The rebel; as far as the out- 
looks on the ships could discover, re- 
mained quiet throughout the night. Ac 
three Saturday morning tho Petrel ?ig: 
nailed the Bostan that the rebels were 
working in the 'trenches and the Petrel 
was ordered ic Arc warning shots from 
her 'three pounders. This was done a:id 
the rebels replied with a harmless fusil- 


ode. 


The Boston and Petrol then bombard- 


ed the rebel trenches completely clearing 
them of their occupant-? in a very short 
time.

'the enemy i;i 'the outskirts of Iliolo but 
not a single American wa.s injured.

The Sheridan drive project is to como 


before the legislature' agnia, and a deter- 
mined 
effort' will be made to secures 


legislation to provide for the. building of 
the proposed' driveway to,connect the 
cities of Milwaukee and Chicago. There 
will no doubt be vigorous opposition, and 
it.is probable that delegations of fanners 
wiil go to Madison from Kenosha 
and 


Raci-no counties, 
as was the c.ise two 


years ago, when the bill introduced by 
Sena-tor Tim me was before the assembly 
state affairs committee 
for a 
hearing. 


This year the Sheridan drive bill wiil be 
fathered by Senator B. A. Eaton of Mil- 
waukee. He has prepared 
the general 


outlines of the measure and as soon as a 
few details arc agreed on he will iutro- 
duco 
the bill, probably Tuesday or 


Wednesday. 


Mr. Eaton's bill is entitled "An ace to 


lay out and establish a state road from 
the southern boundary 
of the state of 


Wisconsin , to Milwaukee." 
It provides 


for the appointment of Jared Thompson, 
Jr.,,Charles Koch, A. P. Colby, William 
Smith and George Yule as commission- 
ers, with full power to survey, lay out 
and establish, the .road. These commis- 
sioners urc to' receive S3 a day for each 
day's strvice. 
They arc to have power 


to employ five assistanis, who arc to re- 
ceive .$1.50 a day, and one surveyor at $5 
a day. These commissioners are to 
be 


authorized to award damages. 


The route of the .proposed driveway is 


to be ns follows: From the south line of 
the -town 
of Pleasant PraHe in the 


county of Keuosha, at a point n?ar the 
shore of Lake Michigan, thence northerly 
along or near the shore of Lake Michigan 
through the sa-id town of Pleasant Prai- 
rie,' anu to and through the city of Keco- 
,hi>. and through the .town of Somers, in 
the county of Kenosha, through -the town 
of Mount Pleasant ami tho city of Ea- 
cine, hi the county .of...Jlucine, and the 
town of Caledonia, in said county, and 
.hroiigh the town of Oak Creek and the 
city of South Milwaukee and village of 
Cuda'hy. in the cou:it.y of Milwaukee; 
and through the town of Lake in said 
county, to the southern 
limits. of tho 


city of Milwaukee. It is provided in the 
sixth section that when the/ commission- 
ers have filed an ordpr of survey with 
the county clerk through which tho road 
is to be'built, it "Shall be the duty of 
the coui:.-y board of supervisors in each 
of those counties to audit its just share 
of the accounts of said commissioners for 
expenses incurred and damages awarded, 
on the filing such accounts properly veri- 
fied with said county clerk."

the,constitution. The principaJ idea in 
the bill is th.Tt lobbyists must be regis- 
tered, that the purposes for wh-ich they 
are in Madison, must bo spread upon 11. 
public record, whore the world may see. 
This plan of governing the third house1 
s in operation at present in Tennessee, 
Massachusetts, .California, and Wast Vir- 
ginia. It has proven valid in these states 
and been found to have had a good ef- 
fect. The fact that four states already 
havo 
such statutes is not 
generajly 


known, and when Senator Koehr found, 
nfter drawing las bill, -that thew states 
have similar measures he was greatly 
encouraged. 


ATTORNEYS AS LOBBYISTS. 


In additi'on to requiring lobbyists to be 


registered, tho bi'.l distinguishes between 
persons who appear before committees 
to make arguments for or against the 
bill, to examine -witnesses, ajid do other 
open and public work for or against 
legislation on the one luuid, and the lob- 
byist, whose methods no man knows, on 
the' other. The people who work before 
committee, if eicployed by any corpora, 
ikm or association, are to be known as 
legislative attorneys. The lobbyists who 
work in xtther ways best known, as third 
house methods arc to be known as legis- 
lative ngents. The chief 
clerk of 
the 


senate is to keep two dockets, one for 
agents and one for legislative counsel. 
The bill is stringent and comprehensive 
in its scope and ma-fees it necessary for 
every parson, thn-.t takes -part in the legis- 
lative work on. behalf of any corporation 
to show his hand. It is made tiie duty 
of both the ngent employed'rjid the cor- 


-vticm employing him, to cause to be 


entered on tho dockets the name of the 
agent or counsel, the name of the.corpo- 
ration employing him, fl.nd purposes for 
which he is employed, jwid the bills he is 
to work on. 


Tho legislature is to have, power to 


disbar any person BO entered on the dock- 
et* for three years.. Once having 
beet) 


disbarred, the agent or counsel i-s not al- 
lowed 'to appear before any legislative 
coramitiieo or no any other . work about 
;hc legislature in connection with legis- 
lation for three years. The. penalty for 
violation of the not is a fine of from $100 , 
ix> $1,000 and -the disba-rment of any per- 
son employed as legislative 
agent or 


counsel for three1 years.
